Nor were his hardy contests confined to the 
wild besste of the forest.

The shirts and defiles of these border 
oanteine were efien infested by marauders 
fom the Gallic pleime of Gascony. The Gas 
cone, says an old chronicler, were a people who 
used emocth words whee expedient, bat force 
when they had pOwer, and were feady to lay 
poor, they were pread; for there was not ome 
who did not plume himeelf on being « hidsigo, 
vt the eon of somebody.
